Novelty (IT) Claims 1-15 

Claims 1 - 15 are novel in the light of the citations. The closest prior art is Dl which discloses most ofthe 
essential features for the claims, for example a fastener driving tool having a first priming cylinder (67) a first 
piston (68), a second delivery cylinder (9), a second piston (7). Dl also discloses latching mechanism (31,41, 
42). However, m Dl the fuel mixture is drawn from the priming cylinder into the combustion chamber by 
negative pressure created by increasmg the volume ofthe combustion chamber instead of by positive pressure by 
compression in the priming cylinder as claimed in the claims.
